Well, it finally happened. The ITU has adopted language at the just 
concluded WARC-03 that drops the international treaty obligation for 
member nations to require proficiency in morse code to issue an amateur 
radio license for shortwave (HF) frequencies. Follows a quote from the 
International Amateur Radio Union webpage: 


"The old regulation that Morse was a requirement for the operators of 
amateur stations below 30 MHz was found in a provision that read as 


follows :=20 


"'Any person seeking a license to operate the apparatus of an amateur 
station shall prove that he is able to send correctly by hand and to 
receive correctly by ear texts in Morse code signals. The 
administrations concerned may, however, waive this requirement in the 
case of stations making use exclusively of frequencies above 30 MHz. '=20 


"That was replaced with a provision giving each administration the right 
to decide whether or not Morse is a required qualification as follows:=20 


"'25.5 Administrations shall determine whether or not a person seeking a 
license to operate an amateur station shall demonstrate the ability to 
send and receive texts in Morse code signals. ' 


"The alternative of simply deleting the old provision was rejected 
because a number of administrations thought that the matter was so 
important that a positive decision not to require Morse as a 
qualification was appropriate. The effect is actually the same: Morse 
code is no longer an internationally required qualification for an 
amateur license, though an administration may still require it." (End = 
quote) 


This is BIG NEWS for potential American licensees because the FCC has 
implied in the past that the only reason they were retaining even the 
feeble and easily circumvented code requirement in place was the 
international treaty obligation. 


It is difficult to accurately predict how soon this will affect US 
licensing procedure; however, as it is the stated intention of the FCC 
to get of the requirement as soon as possible, it seems logical to 
assume that after the Senate ratifies the treaty (which, in the past, 
has occurred without much debate), in a year or two the FCC will 
completely eliminate the code requirement for US Amateur license = 
candidates. 


What does this have to do with Glowbugging? It means we're going to have 
work very, very hard to persuade even a tiny percentage of new licensees 
to learn morse code. And, without code, it is difficult to take those 
first halting steps into homebrew. How many of us could have built a SSB 
capable rig, or a full QSK rig for PSK, for our first project? 


Learning to use morse code is very similar to learning to play a 
traditional musical instrument (only easier), and some people are still 
learning to play instruments in spite of the growing computerization of 
music. So, I suspect some individuals are still potential CW ops. What 
is needed is some way to identify these individuals and assure them that 
code is NOT impossibly difficult, and that all it requires is six weeks 


or so of practice. 


And, in any event, the quarter of a million or so of us worldwide who 
still use CW on a regular basis are not just going to disappear...

The recent discussion of Tek o'scope qualities reminded me I have a 
couple-three FS. I can "boot" and check these, as desired; both were in 
use recently by the person who consigned them, but you know how that is! 


Tek 503 - Griffiths' book says this is a 1971 (trade?)school model. It 
does not use plug-ins, and is rated to 450kc (DC? to 450?), 1Imv/div. 
sens. Already in clean, nice condx; I will dust it out, boot it, and 
check any six tubes you tell me to for the price, but I won't check them 
all! (Note: I recently had a 502, and was told Tek didn't know how to 
make a cheap o'scope, so the bandpass is probably better than the rated 
450kc.) $25 plus shipping, OGO (or good offer) 


Tek 531A - 15mc bandpass, 5mc trigger. Uses 'letter' plug-ins. Very 
clean. Will clean inside and check for ops, and any few tubes required 
for $50. Cart has holder plate for two spare plug-ins; drawer, etc. 
Some probes included; can't remember about manual - cart, $25. Three 
plug-ins available: CA - dual-trace 24mc, 50mv/div. input; M - four 
trace, 20mc, 20mv/div.; 53/54D (up-dated D) - up to 2mc bandpass, 
1-mv-sens. dual-trace differential amp.

I have a Collins 312B-4 (S-line phone patch/spkr/wattmeter) and I need to 
replace a switch.
